This work was begun by 
the British occupation force, which 
also cleared a channel through the 
northern third of the canal to El 
Cap. 
Wheeler’s 
statement 
did 
not 
m ake clear what salvag e ships 
would be used in the operation 
around Suez. His statement was 
released by the U. N. information 
office in Cairo. 
A spokesman for the Egy ptian 
Canal Authority said the U. N. 
announcement had not y et been 
confirmed 
by 
Mahmoud 
Yanes, 
the canal authority director. 
“ Frankly , I doubt if the work 
will begin today although some 
planning 
and 
study ing m ay 
be 
done,” the spokesman added. 
The bulk of Wheeler’s ex isting 
fleet is collected around the north­ 
ern end of the canal from Port 
Said to El Cap. 
At the last account no U. N. 
salvag e ships have been able to 
travel

south than E l Cap but later reports 
said two salvag e ships — one 
Danish and one Dutch — had al­ 
ready arrived at Suez coming up 
through the Red Sea from the 
south, and that 20 more salvag e 
vessels were at Aden awaiting a 
signal to come to Suez. (These 
m ay be British and French ships, 
however, and there was no indica­ 
tion the Egy ptians had y et agreed 
to their use.) 
The three British and French 
ships working at Port Said harbor 
are finishing jobs they already 
had started before withdrawal of 
British-French forces, an authori­ 
tative Egy ptian source said. The 
Egy ptian consent to their use cov­ 
ered only work already begun, it 
was said. Eight other British ships 
in the harbor remained idle, the 
source reported. 
The U. N. fleet consists of ves­ 
sels hired on contract from sal­ 
vag e firms of several neutral na­ 
tions and will eventually consist of 
20 to 30 craft.

Steel Loses 
Tax Aid Bid 


Also Rejected By 
U.S. On Priority 


WASHINGTON (/PI—The steel in­ 
dustry has lost its battle for fur­ 
ther government tax aid in ex ­ 
panding its facilities. 
The Office of Defense Mobiliza­ 
tion rejected Wednesday the in­ 
dustry ’s request that rapid

ODM Director Arthur S. Flem ­ 
ming announced also the govern 
ment will not set up a priority sy s­ 
tem to channel steel supplies to 
tanker construction. Such a pro­ 
gram, he said, could take steel 
from other needed uses and could 
lead eventually to a “ controlled 
econom y ” in peacetime. 
Under the tax amortization pro­ 
gram in which the steel industry 
shared during the Korean War, 
B company is permitted for tax 
purposes to charge off a substan­ 
tial portion of the cost of a new 
plant within five y ears. Normally 
the depreciation must be figured 
over a period of 20 y ears or more. 
At the faster rate, more of the 
cost could be m et from money 
which otherwise would go to the 
government in income tax es.

Egypt Gives 
Approval On 
Canal Work 


Agrees U.N. Fleet 
Can Begin Clearing 
South End Of Suez 


CAIRO UR —Lt. Gen. Raymond 
A. Wheeler announced today the 
Egyptian government has agreed 
the U. N. salvage fleet can begin 
clearing the southern end of the 
Suez Canal immediately. Wheeler 
said the clearing operation would 
begin today. 
Cairo newspapers said Egyptian 
technicians 
already had 
started 
clearing channels at Ismailia, the 
canal 
midpoint, 
and 
Suez, 
its 
southern 
terminus, 
“preparatory 
to conducting research about sunk­ 
en ships.” But this obviously re­ 
ferred 
only to the clearing of 
mines from the channel, begun by 
the Egyptians earlier this week. 
A British ship and two French 
vessels also are continuing sal­ 
vage operations in the Port Said 
harbor, the canal’s northern en­ 
trance. This work was begun by 
the British occupation force, which 
also cleared a channel through the 
northern third of the canal to El 
Cap. 
Wheeler’s 
statement 
did 
not 
make clear what salvage ships 
would be used in the operation 
around Suez. His statement was 
released by the U. N. information 
office in Cairo. 
A spokesman for the Egyptian 
Canal Authority said the U. N. 
announcement had not yet been 
confirmed 
by 
Mahmoud 
Yanes, 
the canal authority director. 
“Frankly, I doubt if the work 
will begin today although some 
planning 
and studying may be 
done,** the spokesman added. 
The bulk of Wheeler’s existing 
fleet is collected around the north­ 
ern end of the canal from Port 
Said to El Cap. 
At the last account no U. N. 
salvage ships have been able to 
travel 
down 
the 
canal 
farther 
south than El Cap but later reports 
said two salvage ships — one 
Danish and one Dutch — had al­ 
ready arrived at Suez coming up 
through the Red Sea from the 
south, and that 20 more salvage 
vessels were at Aden awaiting a 
signal to come to Suez. (These 
may be British and French ships, 
however, and there was no indica­ 
tion the Egyptians had yet agreed 
to their use.) 
The three British and French 
ships working at Port Said harbor 
are finishing jobs they already 
had started before withdrawal of 
British-French forces, an authori­ 
tative Egyptian source said. The 
Egyptian consent to their use cov­ 
ered only work already begun, it 
was said. Eight other British ships 
in the harbor remained idle, the 
source reported. 
The U. N. fleet consists of ves­ 
sels hired on contract from sal­ 
vage firms of several neutral na­ 
tions and will eventually consist of 
20 to 30 craft. Some of these are

Quota Hike 


Rep. Burleson Will 
Oppose Any Ike Bid; 
Rep. Burdick For It 


WASHINGTON (45-Rep. 
Burle­ 
son (D-Tex) said today he will 
oppose any legislative proposal by 
the number of Hungarian refugees 
allowed to come to America. 
But Rep. Burdick (R-ND) said 
he would favor raising the Hung­ 
arian refugee quota, now filled at 
2,500.

The State Highway Department 
garage at Leetonia sent out 17 cin­ 
dering crews at 2 a. rn. and they 
spread ashes on hills and curves 
then dropped their truck blades to 
clear the resulting slush.

California 
Blazes Raze 
27 Homes 


I Reported Killed 
As Flames Consume 
Over 20 .0 0 0 Acres 


MALIBU, Calif. UFI - A gale- 
whipped brush and timber fire 
raged with new fury today as two 
new hot spots broke out and the 
perimeter increased to 22 miles. 
The fire, burning for the second 
day in a scenic area extending 
from the Pacific Ocean inland to 
the Santa Monica Mountains, has 
now consumed more than 20,000 
acres. A number of substantial 
homes have been destroyed and 
one man has died. 
Winds up to 50 miles an hour 
harassed the fire crews at the 
lower levels and those higher up 
reported they were all but helpless 
in the face of gusts which fre­ 
quently reached 70 to 80 m.p.h. 
The new hot spots appeared in 
the 
early 
morning 
hours. 
One 
raced down Corral Canyon to the 
Pacific Coast highway, U. S. 101, 
on the east. The other broke out 
in Sequit Canyon on the west, first 
burning to the ocean, then skit­ 
tering back to the mouth of the 
canyon and flaming north toward 
Mulholland Highway. 
The stricken area, dotted with 
expensive homes, beach cottages, 
large 
and 
small, 
trailers 
and 
ranches, 
is 
located 
where 
the 
coastline runs east and west. It 
is 35 miles northwest of down­ 
town Los Angeles. 
Los Angeles County Fire Chief 
Keith Klinger estimated that at 
least 27 homes have been de­ 
stroyed. 
An uncounted number of small 
outbuildings also were consumed. 
Homes destroyed include a lux­ 
ury beach house owned by Ralph 
Edwards, 
television 
master 
of 
ceremonies. 
Edwards 
had 
re­ 
turned to his Beverly Hills resi­ 
dence after giving a party at the 
beach house Christmas Eve. 
Frightened 
deer, 
rabbits 
and 
coyotes fled from the mountains 
and many perished. 
Several hundred families fled as 
flames roared down one canyon 
after 
another. 
Many 
returned, 
however, after the flames passed 
through 
their 
particular 
area, 
leaving nothing more to burn. 
Chief 
Klinger 
and 
his 
aides 
have approximately 1,000 men in 
the battle. The Red Cross set up 
evacuation centers. The Salvation 
Army sent out mobile canteens. 
Medical help was sent from Los 
Angeles emergency hospitals to 
aid in treatment of dozens of fire 
fighters suffering from burns or 
smoke inhalation. 
Known fatality was Frank L. 
Dichover Jr., 32, Zuma Beach, 
found dead with a broken leg in 
his wrecked automobile. He had 
sent his family to safety, then had 
attempted to save his house when 
a wall of flame caught him.

Nehru Ignores Powerful Labor Appeals 


No. Juliana 


There w as a bad echo in the throne room 
when Holland's Queen Juliana wondered aloud 
in a C hristm as broadcast why she did not have 
the right to live her own life. Juliana has been 
under criticism for her curious devotion to a 


faith healer. 
Twenty years ago. King Edward VHI wonder­ 
ed why he did not have the right to live his 
own life. too. He gave up the British crown to 
prove he could do as he pleased if he w ere not 
a king — a point that needed no proving. 
The question will plague m onarchs yet to be 
born, as it will plague all hum ans who be­ 
com e sym bols of governm ent — prim e m inis­ 
ters. prem iers, presidents and even dictators. 
Their perplexity would disappear if they knew 
bow the sym bolism of public leadership evolved. 
Sir Jam es Frazer describes in "The Golden 
Bough” the w ay in which prim itive tribes, first 
would elevate, then destroy, a "king,” with no 
m ore com passion than is shown a m ale spider 
when his brief role in life is finished. The m on­ 
arch was a human sacrifice when he had worn 
out his w elcom e. 
M onarchs developed the doctrine of "divine 
right” to protect them selves, but it is no pro­ 
tection against criticism , only against replace­ 
m ent. 
Apparently. Queen Juliana has not been told 
that "noblesse oblige” m akes a queen the v ic­ 
tim as well as the benefactor of her subjects. 


The eighth wonder of the world 
is Mr. N ehru’s contem pt for it.

As against a suggested exem p­ 
tion from corporation tax of the 
first $25,000 of corporate earnings. 
Rep. M ills has pointed out that 
only about 6 per cent of U.S. busi­ 
nesses of all sizes are incorporat­ 
ed. The bulk of sm all businesses. 
Rep. Mills said, are owned by in­ 
dividuals or partnerships, subject 
to individual incom e rather than 
corporation levies. Hence, he ar­ 
gued. the best w ay to. help sm all 
business is to reduce individual in­ 
com e tax rates. 
The m ost taxed group of all is 
autom obile owners. W hereas virt­ 
ually all other excises w ere whit­ 
tled down to IO per cent in 1954, 
the autom obile sales tax w as m ain­ 
tained at that figure.

Sering Stars 
C P 
The universe is vaster and m ore 
com plex than astronom ers had be­ 
lieved. 


New ideas of its size and m ake­ 
up are revealed in a report on the 
National G eographic Society-Palo- 
m ar Observatory Sky Survey, re­ 
cently com pleted, which has ex ­ 
panded known space 25 tim es. 


Astronom er George 0 . A b e l l 
points out that tens of thousands of 
star galaxy clusters, the largest 
units of m atter known, have been 
found in the far reaches of space. 
Before the survey began, scarce­ 
ly three dozen such clusters had 
ever been seen. 


The size of such galaxies can be 
seen from the Milky Way. of which 
our own solar system is a 
tiny 
fraction. It contains m ore than IOO 
billion suns, gathered in a gigantic 
pinwheel spinning in space. Light, 
traveling 186,000 m iles a second, 
requires 100.000 years to c r o s s 
from rim to rim. In contrast, light 
from the moon reaches the earth 
in about one and a quarter sec­ 
onds. 


It is groups of such huge star 
system s that have been discovered 
in the survey. As m any as 50.000 
individual 
galaxies 
h a v e 
been 
found in a section of the sky no 
larger than the bowl of the Big 
Dipper. 
Som e astronom ers hope that stu­ 
dy of the survey will bring them 
closer to knowing how the universe 
I w as created.

Sewage Plant 


Council At Midland 
Names 2 Members 
To borough Groups 


Midland C o u n c i l Wednesday 
night approved a contract with the 
Chester Engineers of Pittsburgh 
for revision of 1948 plans for the 
borough’s proposed sewage dispos­ 
al plant. 
Two residents were appointed to 
borough groups and councilmen re­ 
ceived praise for 1956 accomplish­ 
ments. 
In a short year-end 
meeting, 
the contract for the $ 400,000 dis­ 
posal plant was pushed through so 
tha plans and specifications could 
be filed in time to share in funds 
under the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act. 
The federal grants are lim it^ 
and the first communities filing in 
their state will share in the money 
available, according to Council. 
The contract calls for the revi- 
fion cost not to exceed $ 2,500 and 
for the firm to make a report to 
the state Department of Health and 
help the borough obtain qualified 
bids for construction. 
It also says the firm will assist 
the borough in completing the re­ 
quired information on the federal 
forms requesting aid, furnish an 
engineer to oversee construction 
and provide quarterly inspection 
after it is completed. 
The contract was signed by Ar­ 
thur Reed, Council president, and 
Mrs. C. K. O’Hara, secretary, fol­ 
lowing approval. 
When the plans are filed, 50 
per cent of the cost of the plan­ 
ning will be paid by the state, ac­ 
cording to council. 
Dr. Zanvel Sigal was appointed 
to the Municipal Authority, replac­ 
ing Mike Hornick, whose resigna­ 
tion becomes effective next Tues­ 
day. Joseph Hibbard was re-ap­ 
pointed to the Zoning Board of Ap­ 
peals. His current term 
expires 
Tuesday. 
Burgess Eli Corak congratulated 
Council on its achievements dur­ 
ing the year. 
“ More has been accomplish^ by 
this Council than any other,” he 
said, and pointed to the scheduled 
sale of housing lots by the Cruci­ 
ble Steel Co. as a long awaited 
improvement. 
He said in a recent conversa­ 
tion with William R. Howell, Cru­ 
cible works manager, sale of the 
33 lots had been set to take place 
before next Monday. 
The real estate agency, Bas­ 
inger & Gifford of Midland, will 
handle the sale. 
He declared the borough has the 
best lighting in the area and the 
best youth activity center and said 
Council had gone far in finding a 
solution to the b o r o u g h traffic 
problems.

Stevenson, the Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee. Powell said at 
the time he was still a Democrat.

engine capable of speeds up to i 
130 m.p.h. 
Revolutionary 
features 
includ­ 
ed front fenders which turned with 
the wheels. 
The aluminum-and- 
plastic car was to sell for about 
$ 1,000. 
Despite as.sets totaling 28 mil­ 
lion dollars at one time, the cor­ 
poration’s troubles multiplied soon 
after the Securities and Exchange 
Commission called the Torpedo an 
“ engineering 
monstrosity” 
and 
cautioned prospective stock pur­ 
chasers about investing in it. 
Tucker and his associates were 


indicted in 1949 on federal charges 
of mail fraud and violation of the 
SEC law. They were found inno­ 
cent in federal court Jan. 22, 1950. 
But Tucker was never able to 
revive the bankrupt company. He 
returned to Ypsilanti to manage 
the Ypsilanti Machine and Tool 
Co., owned by his mother Mrs. 
Lucille Holmes. 
Survivors include his mother, his 
widow, and three sons and two 
daughters.

Weather­ 
proof television cameras, the first 
to be used bv the Central, are

Some of the demands he made 
for letting Suez clearance work 
start can be justified — and have 
been backed by U N. Secretary 
General Hammarskjö ld — on the 
g round that Eg y pt is a sovereig n 
country and must not be pressured 
from outside.
